President Truman opened a most interesting and im 
portant held of debate when he termed “ perfectly silly” 
the charge recently made in ( ongress that the I .abor I arty 
in England is seeking American loans to finance the Brit 
ish program ot National Socialism. 
Tile only thing silly about the situation is the picture 
of the President of the United States a tte n d in g to dismiss 
the matter with two words. 
The facts are obvious and speak tor themselves. 
I he 
l^abor Party had promised during the British elections to 
nationalize both the Bank of England and tile L ash British 
industries in the near future, and ultimately the land itself, 
The method by which this was to he done was made 
entirely clear. It was not to be by confiscation as in Ger 
many, Italy and Russia, nor by using government restric 
mm tions to drive private ownership to bankruptcy, as appears 
to be the New Deal program in America. 
British nationalization was to Im* done bv outright 
purchase, 
The government planned to buy up the under 
ying ownership of the billions of dollars worth of prop 
erty involved. 
This is at least an honest and forthright method, hut 
it would require a vast am ount of money. 
I he British 
governm tnt is even more heavily mortgaged than our 
I own. 
W here would the money la* found? 
I hat s where I hide Sam comes in. 
The New’ I b al has been tossing billions of American 
j resources about recklessly iii foreign politics for a dozen 
years. 
W h y shouldn’t we foot tin' bill ol nationalizing 
British finance and industry? 
O f course no one in his right mind would expec t the 
British I .abor Party to ask for the m oney in exactly those 
terms.
